Dear Requester: 

This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Acts (FOIA/PA) request 
originally received by the United States Secret Service (USSS) on June 19, 2013, for information 
pertaining to any reports during the last ten years regarding testing of currency for traces of cocaine 
and other illegal activities. 

In response to your request, the USSS has conducted a reasonable search for responsive records. It 
appears, from a review of USSS main indices, that there are no records pertaining to your request 
that are referenced in these indices. Enclosed is a copy of your original request. 

Alternatively, if you deem our decision an adverse determination, you may exercise your appeal 
rights.

On May 23, 2013, the Office of the Chief Counsel of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) received 
your perfected request under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C.§552 to obtain any reports 
regarding testing of currency for traces of cocaine and other illegal substances made by BEP during the last 
ten years. 

After a search of our records, we found a draft of a Master Thesis Project that may respond to your request. 
This project is being prepared by a student during her internship tenure at BEP. Pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552 
b(5), we are withholding the release of the draft Master Thesis Project. The current project has not been 
completed. Therefore, the information is being withheld under the deliberative process privilege. Once this 
report is completed, you may again request a copy and your request will be considered at that time. 

For a request for records pursuant to the FOIA, the BEP charges news media fees related only to duplication 
in accordance to Department of the Treasury regulations, 31 C.F.R. Part 1. No fees will be charged for 
processing your request. 

The records you are seeking might be located at the United States Secret Service. Your request has been 
forwarded to the United States Secret Service.
